July: 


The month ought to begin with 


moderate Summer temperature and 
minimum of storm disturbances in 
sight. The sd, and next to it, will 
bring a marked rise in temperature, 
with very manifest tendencies to storms 
electrical and otherwise. 


From the 6th to nth is a regulai 


storm period in which, most likely, we 
will encounter some of the wannest 
weather of the <^immerl On and about 
the Sth, gth and loth expect some very 
active developments. A brief respite 
from very high temperature is apt to 
pass Eastward during- the days imme 
diately preceding the reactionary re- 
turn to warmth and storms about the 
i4th and i5th. 


The planet Venus is at her equinox, 


with the new moon combined, on the 
i6th. Interested observers will be cu- 
rious to watch the results. The com 
bination js well calculated to produce 
disturbances peculiar to itself, outside 
a regular period though it is. Heat, 
thunder and hail are among the results 
to be looked for.

Charged with Wife Murder. 
John Kampfer, an employee of the 


Hamsbtrrg and Potomac railroad, who 
resided at Huntsdale, in Penn town- 
ship, Cumberland county, up to Thurs- 
day last with bis wife and two children, 
was arrested Saturday night and lodg- 
ed in jail, charged with the murder of 
his wife Rebecca. On Thursday morn- 
ing Mrs. Kampfer complained of feel- 
ing unwell, and her husband gave her 
a dose of what be said was laudanum 
aud a pain exterminator, remarking 
that "she would be better soon." In 
a short rime the woman was seized with 
violent convulsions, and in two hours 
after taking the medicine was dead. 


The funeral took place Saturday, 


and after the services her brother, W. 
A. McCoy, of Carlisle, made informa- 
tion against the husband for murder. 
District Attorney Maust and the Cor- 
oner went to the scene of the alleged 
murder Sunday and gathered the tes- 
timony of several neighbors to the ef- 
fect that Kampfer treated his wife bad- 
ly and that he had made threats that 
he would put her out of the way. 


Complaints of inaccuracies in the cen- 


sus returns are reported from different 
sections. The work of the enumerators 
was more enormous than that of 
the former census-taker;, while the time 
allotted was too short to allow a full 
schedule to be filled. It's no wonder, if 
under these condition, the returns are 
behind time in reaching the Census 
Bureau but if such returns are imper- 
fect or inaccurate through the neglect or 
indifference of the enumerators it is a 
matter of a very serious nature, and 
should be promptly corrected. Such 
inacuracies and omissions affect not on- 
ly the localities complaining but make 
the report an unreliable estimate ot the 
nation's numbers and resources. No 
correct estimate can be based upon de- 
ficients returns. 


A San Francisco dispatch says: The 


steamship City of Rio Janeiro from 
Hong Kong and Yokahama, brings in- 
formation that the steamer Paoching 
which left Shanghai for Hangkow, was 
aurned near the Forked Tree on the 
Tangtze river May 28, and Capt. 
Place, Second Engineer Wilson and 
some twenty natives were missing and 
supposed to have perished. 


A syndicate of English capitalists, it 


was anuounced Friday, is negotiating 
for John Roach's ship building yards 
at Chester, and a company has been 
incorporated in England as Roach's 
Shipbuilding and Engineering Com- 
pany, limited. The company has been 
capitalized at ^600,000 sterling, or 
$3,000,000, and the securities are di- 
vided up into $1.500,000 in preference 
shares drawing up to 8 per cent, inter- 
est, and ordinary shares to the same 
amount. It was said Friday that the 
whole amount of stock and bonds had 
been taken up on the other side except 
about .£5 0,000, and that subscriptions 
for that amount had been received in 
this country. 


The Keedysville Wavelet says: A 


Philadelphia "sharper" went through 
this neighborhood a few weeks ago and 
sold groceries by sample. The "goods 
were shipped to this place this week 
and the purchasers (mostly farmers) 
came this (Friday) morning-for their 
cheap groceries. 'One man's bill was 
£ro, but when an itemized statement 
of the goods billed to him was made 
out at the current prices of groceries in 
Keedysville, he found he was out a few 
cents less than four dollar besides the 
fifty cents extra charged for freight. 
Every person who bought goods had to 
pay the freight on them and said freight 
will, m the aggregate, amount to more 
than four times the actual freight. We 
have not yet heard how the others far- 
ed.

A well-dressed man, 
hailing from Chicago, who had told 
several persons that he was going to 
offer himself as a sacrifice to God in 
order to save Chicago and other cities 
from predicted disaster, thiew himself 
in front of a trara and was crushed al- 
most beyond recognition. 


According to the labor statistics re- 


ported to Bradstreet's the number of 
wage earners involved in strikes was 
216,000 in May, 1886, and 337,000 
in the first five months of 1886. In 
May, 1887, there were 59,000 strikers, 
and 212,000 from January i to June i. 
In May, i8S8, there were 13,000 wage- 
workers involved in strikes and in,- 
ooo in the fust five months of the year. 
Last May 26,000 persons were on strike, 
making 75,000 up to June r. This 
year May furnished about 68,000 strik- 
ers, swelling the total for 1890, down 
to date, to 137,000. Thus in spite of 
the Eight Hour movement the labor 
troubles of this year are only about up 
to the average in extent, while the loss- 
es this year have been smaller thun usu- 
aL The house building in sections 
where carpenters are on a strike will 
simply be transferred to a later part of 
the season, when work for carpenters is 
apt to be slack.

From the 6th to n t h is a régulât 
storm period in which, most likely, we 
will encounter some of the warmest 
weather of the summer. 
On and about 
the 8th, 9th and loth expect some very 
active developments. 
A brief respite 
from very high temperature is apt to 
pass Eastward during- the days imme- 
diately preceding the reactionary re- 
turn to warmth and storms at)out the 
14th and 15th. 


The planet Venus is at her equinox, 
with the new moon combined, on the 
i6th. 
Interested observers will be cu- 
rious to watch the results. 
The com- 
bination is well calculated to produce 
disturbances peculiar to itself, outside 
a regular period though it is.

al.

DIFFERENT METHODS OT WARN- 
I N a MARINERS,

In the marvclmiJi (Uyii io come, •when 
men learn the sccr6t Hi soaring througb 
the iiir, toward -which fUoy are as yet so 
vainly thi'iviug, it M'ill IJG a Hue thing to 
Ifo abroad some starry summer night, and, 
floating over the wide and dark Atlantic, 
look down upon the watery thoroush- 
fares picked out with the long, dazzling 
chains of varied lights, and dotted with 
bobbing red and black buoys by the 
thousand, alias faniiliarlvknown to old 
mariners as to us are the signs ii])ou our 
jitrocts.. Moreover, if human ears could 
hear so far, there would come, from hun^ 
dreds of miles, above the laugh of loons 
and the boom of breakers, the long weird 
whistles and the mclancholy tolling that 
are old Father Ocean's unceasing orchestra 
—thebcll buoys aud whistling buoys that 
irock on the waves day and night witL 
\hoir mournful music. 


A BELTi 3JD0Y. 


These buoys are sea-signais of a com- 
paratively modern type, and though a 
thousand dollars is often expended for a 
single buoy, they arc, of course, less 
cobtly than the inaiutcuance of 
light- 
houses and their keepers would be. 
The 
buoys are their own sextons, aud ring as 
lustily as if it were the Fourth of July the 
year round. 


The bell-buoys floated hk American 
waters are composed 
of a simple iron 
framework tapering upward to a point 
from the round raft on the water's sur- 
face. 
Up in the apex hangs the bell, 
aud it is a great surprise to one who, 
mailing by, hears its consttxnt ringing, to 
be told that it has no tongue.

JlttTodcrrick, wlnrnispartot the tender's 
outfit, grasps the iron ring-that is bolted 
through the sinker^ and» easily swings the 
great granite block up into the air, and 
deposits it gently i\t the vessers edge, tîi 
be levered oil by the crew's handspikes, 
whon the buoy is jnit in place. 


There is a huge splashing when this 
great monster takes his downward plunge, 
aud no doubt there is much astonishment 
among the tinny fry, if not disturbance 
to their 
housekeeping 
ariangemenl^. 
Then the buoy bobs aud jerks frantically 
for a moment, and, subsiding, become! 
one of the many ocean milestones. 


Then there are the **spîndlc3"—bea- 
cons placed on dry laud, aud requiring, 
therefore, less oversight. 
They arc tall 
iron poles, with a circular framework 
atop, the whole riveted to the solid rock. 
Many a weary sea bird finds them wel- 
come perches after blowing adrift for 
dreary leagues over a storm tossed ooean, 
unblessed by a slight of rock pinnacle, or 
even mast of vessel. 


There are warnings done in paint—• 
circles and 
stripes of gleaming white 
aloft on rocky harbor entrances—which 
sailors easily recognize as marking the 
left or right of the eutrance, as desig- 
nated on their charts. 


The signals which send out the shrilU 
est warnings across the dark ocean spaces 
are the fog horns or whistles placed along 
the coasts where sea fogs gather thickly 
and stifle not 
only the light of the 
friendly lantern, but the tone cf the 
warning bell. 
These are operated by 
machinery, and must be seen to be ua- 
derstood, 
ESome are M^orked by steam, 
and others, where water is not readily 
procurable, by the hot 
air 
apparatus 
called the Ericsson caloric engine. 


The trumpet, which is the luouth-pieco 
of these signals, is outside the 
engine- 
house, and the loud and shrill tone of its 
whistle is the result of the vibration of a 
metal reed within it caused by tht rush 
of compressed air forced outward by the 
action of the machinery. 
The

Another curious arrangement of light 
is that known as the **sector," One who 
enters the *Mantern** as the little tower

These arc some of the many ocean 
guides that beckon to safety or warn of 
dangor. 
But despite the friendly gleam 
of numberless lighthouses and the wild 
and mclancholy warning of bell-buoys 
and fog-signals, many a brave vessel hai 
been ground to fragments on the sharp 
rocks or sunk silently into ocean abysses; 
and there must be disaster and shipwreck 
as lonu as sailors sail the seas.—

FODDER AND ENSILAGE. 


The College of Acfriculture of Cornell 
University has published an interesting 
article on growing corn for fodder and 
ensilage, giving the results of its experi- 
luental work in this direction. 
The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the subject: 


First, we wish to emphaticall}- repeat 
our recommendation of last year, tliar, in 
growing corn for ensilage, care should be 
taken to select the largest variety that 
will fullyjnature before trost iu the local- 
it}'' where grown.

TO CLEAX AST) CCKZ. OSTRICH FEATHCRS. 


A clever -woman says: "I clean and 


curl all my ostrich feathers, aad think 
that the best milliner cannot do it much 
better. In a solution made of good, 
cascile soap and soft water (boiled and. 
beaten into foam) the feathers are washed, 
having some time before soaked them ia 
clear water. 
After that process, I put 


them on a clean table and rub them care- 
fully with a fine linen cloth, or simply 
pass them through my hands a few times; 
then I lay them between two linen cloths,, 
beat them gently till they are dry, irhen. 
I pull them apart and hold them over a 
bed of red-hot coal to curL This must 
be done very carefully and not too near 
the coal, as the downy feathers are very 
easily singed. A bit of sulphur throwiL 
on the coal when white feathers are to- 
be cleaned, insures a pure white. This, 
process seems bothersome, but is very 
simple and quickly done."

Re- 
ferring to the enormous mortgage debts 
of the farmers, he said that taking sim- 
ply the agricultural lands of the Western 
States, the mortgages amount to the stu- 
pendous sum of $3,450,000,000, the 
interest upon which is at rates averaging 
from seven to nine per cent. The pay- 
ment of these mortgages is simplv impos- 
sible, according to him, and they never 
will be paid for the simple reason that, 
as all statistics prove, the average profits 
on farming industries are only between 
•four and five per cent.

CHIMNEY CDRTAIX. 


A handsome chimney curtain to hang^j 
across the fireplace where there is no fire- 
place under the shelf, is made as follows: 
Take stripes of blue cross-stitch canvas, 
twelve and one-fourth inches wide, and 
stripes of old red plush, five inches wide,, 
united by drawn stripes of heavy white- 
linen, the seams being concealed by rows 
of cross-bars. 
The plush stripes are left, 
plain, the rich pile needing no decoration; 
the canvas ones are ornamented with a 
cross-stitch border in red, white and gold. 
The design is worked with coarse em- 
broidery cotton, or twist and gold thread, 
each stitch being crossed over two threads- 
each way. The drawn thread stripes have, 
a clean linen ground, and are worked al- 
ternately with red and blue threads. The 
cross-bar row beside the red stripe is blue,, 
beside the blue one red. 
The hanging is- 
trimmed at the lower edge with a fringe 
knotted of blue and red cotton. 
The 
knotting is as follows: Two red and seven 
])Iue double threads, nine and one-half 
inches long, are looped in alternately to* 
the half, so that four red and fourteen 
blue double threads are formed. 
The. 
red knotting threads are united by a chain» 
of single buttonhole knots, while the bluej 
ones form pointed ribs of knots, and then, 
also seven chains of buttonhole knots.

Island of Malta. 


Mnlta is a British possession in the 
Mediterranean, including the islands of 
Malta, Gozo and Comino, and the unin- 
habited islets of Cominotto and Filfa, the 
entire group lying about six miles south- 
west of the southernmost point of Sicily 
and 200 north of Tripoli, in Africa. The 
area of Malta proper is about 100 square 
miles, and population about
